Diplomatic relations between the 
two countries were severed as a 
result of a border clash between 
the two countries were severed 
as a result of a border clash be­ 
tween troops on Thursday. 
“If war is necessary, we will 
all go,” President 
Hernando 
Siles told a crowd that gathered 
before the presidential 
palace 
and shouted -we want war, Mr. 
President.” 
Six thousand youths paraded 
to the offices of the 
general 
staff and offered to enlist im­ 
mediately. They were told that 
they would be called only if ne­ 
cessary. The youths marched 
through the 
streets swinging 
lanterns and torches and shout­ 
ing Viva Bolivia; Muera, Para­ 
guay.”

Congress met in secret session 
and endorsed the foreign policy 
of the government and applaud­ 
ed the stand that had been tak­ 
en. 
Two commissioners of leading 
statesmen were named to advice 
the government and were re­ 
maining in continuous session to 
_ draw up emergency measures. 
President 
Siles warned the 
people in an impromtu speech, 
th at both serenity and firmness 
were necessary in the present 
situation. He said: 
“Serenity and firmness are the 
attributes ot great peoples; it is 
necessary to be in full possession 
of these. The government will 
do its duty. We will be as one in 
the defense of our country.” 
When the cheers that followed 
the p re se n t’s declaration had 
died dowi, President Roman Paz 
of congress said that the legisla­ 
tiv e bodies would collaborate 
with President Siles until victory 
was assured. He added: “We will 
obtain sovereignty of our rivers, 
which have always been ours.”

Idle rumor is a busy body. It n ever does an y 
good, an d it frequen tly does con siderable harm, 
an d all too often in n ocen t people are its han d­ 
maiden s. 
An y person can suggest somethin g that is 
utterly absurd, an d there will be hun dreds of 
people ready to believe it, especially if it is at 
the ex pen se cf some other person . 
The n ex t time you hear a juicy piece of 
scan dal, do n ot be too hasty in swallowin g it 
whole. Three-fourths of it may be rumor grown 
to huge proportion s. 
Because a man has a reputation for tellin g 
the truth is n o in dication that his truthfuln ess 
in all eases is commen dable. 
Some people with even the best of in ten tion s 
do n oc kn ow how to curb their ton gues. They 
blurt out the truth upon all occasion s, an d very 
Often at the wron g time. 
There are times when the cause of truth an d 
human ity requires the suppresion of truth un til 
the psychological momen t for divulgin g it. Any 
other course would result in disaster or miscar­ 
riage of justice. 
A wise ton gue kn ows when n ot to wag. 


TAX EXEMPT BONDS 
A man worth more than $50,000,000 who died 
last year had paid n o federal in come tax es sin ce 
11)16, settlemen t of his estate revealed. 
He didn ’t defraud the govern men t out of on e 
cen t. He bought tax ex empt state an d mun icipal 
bon ds yieldin g four an d on e-half percen t. 
Had he in vested his mon ey in tan gible prop­ 
erty that could be tax ed, he would have don e his 
share toward bearin g .the tax burden of his city, 
state an d n ation . An d he would have paid the 
govern men t alon e $850,000, n ot coun tin g the local 
an d state tax es that would have been collected 
from him. 
We complain about high tax es an d still per­ 
mit such thin gs as this to occur every day in 
every commun ity. 
The tax payers who own the mon ey that 
makes the busin ess of the coun try, keep on pay­ 
in g tax es an d keep on kickin g. 
Some day they will awaken to the fact that 
complain in g is n ot accomplishin g an ythin g— 
that the wealth that should be doin g its part 
will have to be put on the assesors’ books before 
tax es for the average person can be reduced.

“Give what the recipien t n eeds most an d n ot 
what you like best . . . Coal, blan kets, clothin g or 
medical atten tion would be a great boon to man y 
families, but often all they receive for Christmas 
is food en ough for g. day or week. 
“The spirit of Christmas can be effectively 
ex presed by gifts to large groups of in dividuals 
an d families through the regularly con stituted 
public or private organ ization s which durin g the 
en tire year serve the sick, the homeless, the crip­ 
pled, the un employed, the men tally han dicapped 
an d those otherwise un derprivileged or in* n eed 
of human assistan ce of an y sort. 
“Help the n eedy to help themselves. 
The 
family in n eed on Christmas* day is n early always 
in just as dire n eed the followin g week or mon th. 
A Christmas basket or din n er will n ot take the 
place of a job, medical service or in stitution al 
care. Person s in distress should be brought to 
the atten tion of a welfare society.” 
These are soun d suggestion s, worth bearin g 
in min d in holiday charity work.

4-H com club is probably one of 
the most importan t, if n ot the 
most importan t phase of the 
corn club. Each of the 107 boys 
who completed their work in 
1928 have selected from 150 ears 
to 6000 in some cases. The boys 
who were in the club, for the 
first time did n ot select as many 
ears as those who have been in 
the club for a long time. Tiie 
first year boys only plan ted and 
kept records on one acre while 
the second year boys planted 
and keep records of five acres. 
"Each township club leader 
selected a committee of three 
promin en t seed corn men to visit 
the corn club members in the 
township, and select the town­ 
ship winner. The township com­ 
mittee reported the township 
winner to the county agen t’s of­ 
fice and later a county commit­ 
tee visited the township winners 
and selected the county winner. 
The following basis of award was 
used by both township and 
county committees. Quality of 
seed 33%; Quantity of seed 33% 
an d method of storing 34%. 
-The quality of seed this year 
as reported by the committee is 
far superior to that of 
former 
years. It can be expected that 
the 60 ear samples this year wiii 
be superior to those 
of former 
years. Those interested in the 
purchase of high quailty seed 
corn, should look forward to the 
county show for the place to 
purchase seed for 1929. 
“In addition to the 
60 ears 
which the club members 
wifi 
bring to the county show, they 
will have in most instances suffi­ 
cient seed in addition to these 
60 ears to plan t a part or all of 
the 1929 crop on their father’s 
farm. 
-The corn which was field 
selected by these boys is far 
superior to that selected either 
from the wagon at shucking 
time or from the crib. It has 
been found that increased yields 
are only possible wheif the corn 
is selected from stan din g stalks. 
This selection also eliminates 
the possiblity of disease and late 
matu|$ty. The type and quality 
of corn selected from the field is 
always superior to that which is 
selected from the cribs. The 
Corn Club Boys are the out­ 
standing corn raisers of Rush 
county as can be noted from 
their vields, type and quality of 
corn.”

'ADVICE TO CHRISTMAS GIVERS 


Few of our national customs are more 


praiseworthy than our habit of providing gifts, 
food, clothing and so on to the poverty stricken 
at Christmas'time. We do more of this each year 
than ever'before, and it is a good thing. 


But there are certain things we might bear 


in • mind in- connection with this Christmas relief 
work. The Welfare :councilj)f New York -City 
summarizes them in a current bulletin which Is 
worth, reprinting here. It recommends the fol- 
lowing:

* "Know to whom arid for what purpose your 
Christmas contributions are made. Indiscrim 
inate giving is worse than no giving because i 
'tends to papuperize, embarass or degrade the re 
cipient. 


"Give presents to children of the needs 


through their families or known friends rathe 
than publicly through strangers, if the child 
^self respect is to be maintained. Children look 
first to their families for Christmas«gifts. 


"Give what the recipient needs most and no 


what you like best ... Coal.'blankets, clothing o 
medical attention would be a great boon to many 
families, but often all they receive for Christmas 
is food enough for gi day or week. 
' "The spirit of Christmas can be effectively 
expresed by gifts to large .groups of individual 
and families through the regularly constituted 
public or private organizations which during th 
entire year serve the sick, the homeless, the crip 
pled, the unemployed, the mentally handicappei 
and'those otherwise underprivileged or in.neei 
of human assistance of any sort. , 


"Help' the,, needy to help themselves. 
The 


family in need on Christmas'day is nearly always 
in just as dire need the following week or month. 
A Christmas basket or dinner will not take the> 
place of a job, medical service or institutional 
care. Persons in distress should be brought to 
the attention of a welfare society." 


These are sound suggestions, worth bearing 


in mind in holiday charity work.

test in connection with the boy s 
4-H com club is probably one of 
the most important, if not the 
most important phase- of the 
corn club. Each of the 107 boys 
who completed their work in 
1928 have selected from 150 ears 
to 6000 in some cases. The boys 
who were in the club, for the 
first time did not select as many 
ears as those who have been in 
the club for a long time. The 
first year boys only planted and 
kept records on one acre while 
the second year boys planted 
and keep records of five acres: 


"Each township club leader 


selected a committee of three 
prominent seed corn men to visit; 
the corn club members in the 
township, and select the town- 
ship winner. The township com- 
mittee reported the township 
winner to the county agent's of- 
fice and later a county commit- 
tee visited the township winners 
and selected the county winner. 
The following basis of award was 
used by both township and 
county committees. Quality of 
seed 33%; Quantity of seed 33% 
and method of storing 34%. 


••The quality of seed this year 


as reported by the committee is 
far superior to that of 
former 


years. It can be expected that 
the 60 ear samples this year will 
be superior to those of former 
years. Those interested in the 
purchase of high1, quality seed 
corn, should look forward to the 
county show for the place to 
purchase seed for 1929. 


••In addition to the 
60.ears 


which the club members will 
bring to the county show, they 
will have in most instances suffi- 
cient seed in addition to these 
60 ears to plant a part or all of 
the 1929 crop on their father's 
farm. 


••The corn which was field 


selected by these boys is far 
superior to that selected either 
from the wagon at shucking 
'time or from the crib. It has 
been found that increased yieWs 
are only possible when" the corn 
is selected from standing'stalks. 
This selection also eliminates 
the possiblity of disease and late 
matujfty. The type and quality 
of corn selected from the field is 
always superior to that which is 
selected from the cribs. The 
Corn Club Boys are the out- 
standing corn raisers of Rush 
county as can be noted from 
their yields, type and quality of 
corn."
